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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition tor allowance because the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The applicant 
argued that Rajan tails to teach the step of "determining an intrinsic posith e end-expiraton pressure of the subject o\ er a plural n\ of breathing cycles". 
This argument is moot because the examiner is rel> ing on the combination of Rajan and Itoh to reject said limitation. As stated in the Office action 
mailed on 9/22 '08, Rajan discloses using I'l 1:1' as an opening pressure, and wherein se\ eral identical inspiration pulses can be provided to determine the 
opening pressure (a\ eraging). Itoh discloses a similar means tor determining an a\ erage PITT, wherein pre\ ions PI IP le\ els are a\ era god to detect a 
reference pressure. Therefore, one of ordinar\ .skill in the art would have found it ob\ ions to use the means taught by Itoh in the device/method of Rajan 
because the use of a known technique to impro\ e similar de\ ices in the same way would yield predictable results. KSR Int'l Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 127 
S.Ct. 1727, 1742, 82 USPQ2d 1385, 1396 (2007). Though Itoh uses the averaged data to display the changes on a monitor, this data can also be used to 
trigger the controller of Rajan.
